“It's a huge problem. It is the 
number two reason in Canada 
why children miss school,” 
Schneider said. 

“Everybody says ‘oh, they are 
just going to fall out, what differ¬ 
ence does is make?' But baby 
teeth are like training wheels." 

Smith said he applauded the 
efforts of Schneider and the crew 
behind Dent Strong for bringing 
the project to fruition. 

“The message from these vid¬ 
eos is prevention which is so 
important. Prevention needs to 
be taught at a young age,” Smith 

According to Smith, for every 
dollar that is spent on preventing 
poor oral health, as much as $50 
could be save on future emer¬ 
gency oral health treatments in 
file future.

For enough cash staid Ontario goes 
modem 


B eer in grocery stores and a 
majority sell-off of its power 
grid: Is that an ankle Ontario 
is showing, as it hikes one of its last 
Victorian skirts? 

Premier Kathleen Wynne ended her 
pre -budget dance of the seven veils last 
week, in one dramatic move revealing 
her Liberal government will allow suds 
to be sold in up to 450 grocery stores 
and will unload a 60% stake in Hydro 
One, the lines and wires end of the 
province’s electricity business. 

Short of giving away cash, nothing 
coming in Wynne's provincial budget 
Thursday can top either move. 

Sure, there will be no comer-store 
beer or wine sales. That old Liberal trial 
balloon is corked. And in true Ontario 
fashion, a new “beer ombudsman” will 
police the heady new suds-retailing 
landscape. 

But wrap your head around what's 
coming. The biggest change in 
Ontario's booze business since the 
Prohibition era. 

The biggest jolt to the electricity 
system since Mike Harris’s Tories 
broke up Ontario Hydro into separate 
power-generating and transmission 
companies. 

As shakeups go last Thursday's 
double-whammy is as breathtaking 
as it gets. As big as Blackjack Bob Rae 
plunging Ontario into casino gambling 
in the early 1990s. Bigger than 
Highwayman Harris selling off the 407 
expressway for $3.1 billion. 

Politically, it’s a masterstroke. Who 
doesn’t like the idea of busting the 
near-monopoly the Beer Store - 
owned by foreign brewing giants — has 
held in Ontario? And, do we really care 
who owns the power lines, as long as 
they work when we turn the lights on? 

But before you go thinking a new 
wave of liberal progress has washed 
over Upper Canada, think again. 
Ontario seldom unlaces its petticoats 
unless someone is jangling a litde 


It’s in the province’s DNA, no matter 
which party in power, to cling to 
anachronisms that make no sense in 
much of Canada — from a government 
liquor monopoly, to the province 
running power plants — until the 
wolves are at the door. That was the 
case when Rae’s New Democrats, in 
hock up to their eyeballs in a grim 
recession, embraced casino gambling. 
Remember, the NDP saw government- 
run lotteries as a tax on the poor. 

It being staid old Ontario, of course, 
the first casino was built not with 
Vegas-style glitz, but in an art gallery in 
Windsor. Like modem art, it would take 
time to warm Ontarians to the idea. 

The Harris-led Tories also had a 
powerful incentive — a monstrous 
hole in their books when they swept to 
power - to sell off the 407 in the late 
'90s. The 99-year lease was then one of 
the largest privatization deals on the 
continent. 

The Liberals, after nearly a decade of 
red ink, are in a similar bind. If Ontario 
returns to black in another two years, 
as forecast, its debt will have doubled 
during 10 years to a staggering $325 
billion. The Liberals can’t blame the 
recession. The downturn ended nearly 
six years ago. Their spending has only 
gone north. Ready cash is the ultimate 
seduction here. 

Expanding beer sales is a sure-fire 
crowd-pleaser, but the payoff will be 
a higher beer tax coming — a new law 
will force brewers to eat it for two years 
- that will rake in an extra $100 million 

The Hydro One sell-off? That could 
fetch a one-time $9 billion. 

That's not enough to pull Ontario out 
of its budget abyss. It needs another $2 
billion for that. But if you can’t balance 
your chequebook, money — even a 
short rope — doesn't just talk, it wails. 

That’s the sound of pragmatics, not 
necessarily progress.

As six-year-old Tristan 
Romeo fights for his life, 
the Niagara community 
has rallied together to 
support and encourage 
his family.

Removal of the ice boom has begun 


Preparation for the removal of the 
Niagara River Ice Boom has begun. 

The International loint Commission’s 
International Niagara Board of Control 
announced Monday the removal process of 
the ice boom was underway due to the 
small amount of ice remaining on Lake Erie 
and the absence of an ice build up in the 
Maid-of-the-Mist Pool below Niagara Falls. 

The New York Power Authority has been 
tasked with opening the boom's 22 spans. 

Last year, boom opening began on April 
29. The latest date for start of opening of the 
boom was May 3,1971. 


The ice boom is owned and operated by 
the New York Power Authority and Ontario 
Power Generation. 

The ice boom, which has been installed 
between Fort Erie and Buffalo, N.Y. each 
winter since 1964, is designed to reduce the 
severity of ice jams from Lake Erie into the 
Niagara River and maintain water flow for 
hydro-electric power production. 

The use of the boom is authorized by the 
International Joint Commission with its 
International Niagara Board of Control 
overseeing the installation, operation and 
removal.
